This excellent and copious collection of Lessons was most probably 
executed in France in the eleventh century. The writing is of great accuracy 
and beauty, consisting of handsome lower-case majuscules, on very good and 
substantial vellum, with rubric titles of the Holy Days. throughout the year, 
with the proper lessons appointed for them. 

The large number of illuminations in this volume may be best expressed 
by stating that every separate lesson is commenced by a large and well-painted 
Initial Letter, almost all of which are remarkably lustrous with colours, gold 
and a white metal in nearly all places remaining unchanged, whence it has 
been supposed to be some preparation of tin. These letters are in general 
richly and gravely drawn and painted in the French-Saxon style of twisted 
Capitals ; but some few of them contain human figures, and a still smaller 
number are composed of grotesque animals. 

This interesting MS. has belonged successively to the late eminent 
Collectors, Mr. Singer and Sir W. Tite. A line in the handwriting of the 
fifteenth century, on the fly-leaf, states that the book belonged to the great 
Benedictine Abbey of Ottobeuern, in Bavaria. At the Sale of the late Sir

It is three years later than the Roman 
edition with Ruysch’s map which contained the first de- 
lineation of America. The map of the world, which comes 
last in the above volume, represents the New World in an 
extremely curious way. Brazil, a large tract, is called 

Terra Sancte Crucis, the Orinoco and Amazon are both 

laid down with tolerable correctness, and the upper outline 

of the continent bears the words, ‘‘ Canibula romon.’”’ The 
continuity is broken by the margin in consequence of the 
peculiar plan of the map, so that Cuba and Hispaniola ap- 
pear next above near their proper places; and far beyond 
them, at the same degree of latitude as Ireland, an un- 
finished shore bearing the words ‘‘ Regalis Domus,”’’ indi- 
cates the northern continent, while Labrador (Terra Labo- 
ratoris) is respected as an island off the coast. What 
makes this Atlas of most importance is that every map in 
it embodies an original design, by an accomplished geo- 
grapher, who laboured to reform the science according to 
the newest lights. It is also remarkable for the manner in 
which the names are printed‘on the maps—this having 
been done by types after the woodcut had been worked off. 

This is the first instance in which such a method of opera- 

tion was ever adopted.
